An increase of one and one- 
fourth per cent in wholesale prices 
in March as compared with Febru­ 
ary was shown in figures on 404 
commodities announced today by 
the Bureau at Labor Statistics of 
the Department of Labor.

Building materials and metals 
again showed the greatest advance 
in price, the increase for commod­ 
ities in these two groups averaging 
three and seven per cent, respec­ 
tively. Smaller increases were re­ 
corded for food, clothes and cloth­ 
ing, chemicals and drugs, house 
furnishing goods and , miscellaneous 
commodities.

In tbo food group, raw sugar 
averaged eighteen and two-tenths 
per cent higher and granulated 
seventeen and six-tenths per cent 
higher in Marcli than in February, 

l-'uol and lighting, with an aver­ 
age decline of two and seven-tenths 
per cent, showed the only decrease 
of all the commodity groups, due 
to further declines of bituminous 
coul prices.

Of the 404 commodities on which 
(he averages were bused, Increases 
were shown in 189, decreases In 
seventy-nine and 130 were un- 
changed.

1 Compared with March a year 
i ago, the ' general level of prices 
showed an increase of twelve per 
cent.

Metals and metal products were 
( thirty-six and seven-tenths per cent I 
  higher; building materials, twen-' 
I ty-soven and .seven-tenths higher; 
i clothes and clothing, eighteen and 
seven-tenths per cent; farm prod- 

i nets, ten per cent, and miscel- 
I laneous commodities, eight anil live- 
ti-MIlia per cunt.

Such a view of tho world is 
meaningless. It simply signifies 
that man is not made for man, 
but for separation. It is a vote 
of lack of confidence in the Creator.

SOAP SUDS WILL
INCREASE LIGHT

A pan of soap suds is one of the 
most effective means yet discovered 
for increasing electric illumination. 
Electric lamps often get dirty, es­ 
pecially In the kitchen, where there 
is grease and steam.

Tests made recently disclosed 
that four classes of dirt often col­ 
lect on electric light globes. They 
are dust and dirt, oily and greasy 
dirt, acid fumes deposits, and spots 
of paints, tar and varnish.

After the globes have been 
washed in soap and water their 
average light increases was shown 
as follows: Dust and dry dirt, 
seventy-eight and four-tenths per 
cent; oily dirt, grease and acid 
fumed globes, 147 per cent; paint, 
varnish and tar spotted globes, 
sixty-seven and two-tenths per 
cent.

When washing the globes rea­ 
sonable care should be taken to 
prevent breakage of filaments 
through rough handling.

A LITTLE HORSE SENSE
Why is H the average young 

man of twenty has an intense long­ 
ing for life in the big cities? Why 
is 'it That millions of men of ma­ 
turity in the cities have an equally 
intense longing for the peace and 
quietude of the rural districts they 
left in their younger days?

Thus the great ma­ 
jority of young men from the coun­ 
try who invade the cities expect­ 
ing to set the world afire find that 
about the best they can do is to 
burn the candle at both ends. Too 
proud to go back to the home 
town and confess failure, they just 
plug along and do the best they 
cun, disillusioned and wiser, but 
not better off.

They are the millions who, later 
In life, long for the peace and 
quietude of the home towns they 
left in their younger days. The 
remedy is simple. Hull the home 
town out of tho rut and the boys 
won't want to rush out of town. 
Loosen up on the purse strings 
and Introduce some spice and va­ 
riety into our community life. 
Make the country town and farm 

attractive to our young people 
the city will no longer appeal to 
them.

Don't expect our hoys and girls 
itli red blood In their veins to be 

content with spending their lives 
in a cemetery. Begin to live your­ 
self, and you won't be opposed, to 
allowing the rising generation to 
do the same. Life Is full of 
changes, and there is only one end 
for the person who is not willing 
to change with the times. Call this 
ii sermon If you like. We call It 
horse sense.
